the severe inroads into democracy in such countries by centralisa- 


tion of control wad militarism, 


We have seen a number of timorous steps taken by the fotali- 
farian dictatorships in recent years toward a cautious liberalisation. 

These regimes, however, had to face the dilemma that it is 
impossible to peant freedom on the condition that people will only 
use that liberty in a way thought best by those who have been 
controlling their fives, ‘Phis is the same problem that contronts 
British imperialists in the areas under their dictatorship.

imanist repimes after Stalin's death, the workers of East Berlin 
marched in non-violent revolt dowa Stalinalles to demonstrate their 
desive for a change of povernment. There was immediate sup- 
pression and bloodshed, a clamping down of the police-state.

(PSHE country that has reacted most strikingly to the new situation 

created by Khrushchoy’s revelations on Stalin has been Poland. 
The revolt in Poznan of the popular will against the “ people's 
power” has brought rapid suppression and a reversal of the fiber- 
slising trend, ‘There has been a tightening up of the dictatorship 
in the whole group of Communist States. 

The Poznan rising was a clear assertion of popular revolt 
against Government suppression, ‘The leaders of the workers at 
the Stalin works who had been threatening to strike had been 


imprisoned ; this provoked the 


uprising. Very soon alter the 


denimoastration began, however, the men acquired arms, and in- 
stinetively acted on militarist assumptions.

Okinawan tragedy 


A US Congressional Commitice 
+* dealing with the conditions under 
which the land of Okinawa shall be 
taken over from the tenants and used 
ior the construction of military bases 
for America has just reported. 

When the Committee visited the 
island last year, Dr. Downs, a repre- 
sentative ol the National Council of 
Churches and the Field Secretary of 
the Inter-Board Commission — for 
Christian Work in Japan testified 
before jt as to the gross inequity of 
the compensation of the Okinawan 
farmers whose land had been taken 
away from ther, 

There were cases he claimed where 
the market price for the land would 
have been 45 times what the Ameri- 
can Gavernment was paying for it. 

One example he gave was the site 
of an elementary school that had been 
taken over by the American Army for 
which it was paying a rent of 16,000 
yen; to provide a substitute site for 
the school, the township (Gorku) was 
having to pay 720,000 yen. 

The Commiltge hus recommended 
that the land should not in any case 
be tuken over at an annual rental but 
that there should be compensition by 
a Jump sum payment,

I TUPLE has been reported of the 

progress that has been made in 
the deliberations of the ° three wise 
men’” appointed by the NATO 
Council to make proposals for NATO 
activity in the economic and political 
fields and it would appear that there 
is little progress to report. 

The committee consists of Messrs. 
Lester Pearson (Canada), Gaetano 
Martino (Italy), and Halvard Lange 
(Norway). 

Mr. Martino has remarked that al- 
though there is general agreement 
that this extension of NATO activi- 
tes is desirable it is dilticult to agree 
upon methods, 

The committee has decided to sub- 
mit @ questionnaire to the Govern- 
ments of the fifteen nations who are 
members of NATO. ‘This cavers 36 
points. 

The replies received will be ex- 
amined by the committee at a meet- 
ing on September 10 and a report 
based on the information sa callected 
will be submitted for consideration 
by the NATO Council at its meeting 
in Paris in December, 

ft may be hoped that in ithe inter- 
vening six months it will have been 
realised that NATO is no suitable 
instrument for the kind of activity 
that is contemplated unless we are to

PRHE African boycott of Furopean and 
© Indian shops in Northern Rhodesia, 
reported in Peace News some weeks ago, 
is proceeding peacefully with no sign of 
anending, [tis already three months old. 


The beyeott has spread to Mufulira ia ihe 
Copperbell, and it is reported vhat the African 
National Congress plang ta extend it alsa to 
Chingala in the Copperbelt and Fort Jameson, 
in the Eastern Provinee. 


‘The baycotts have previously been eilective 
at Ndola, Kitwe and Lusaka. They are re- 


orted to have been generally orderly, There 
vave been a few seeasions whea African 


pickets have threatened Africans who ingiated 
on making putchases fram the boyeotted 
shops, and a tew arrests have been made when 
they removed or destrayed the purchased 
ites. 

Generally, however, the hayeott has been 
peaceful and the Territetial CGoyuriment 
have thus Tar taken it action aginst peéace- 
ful picketing. 

It appears that the Government ia being 
heavily pressured by local newspapers and 
businessmen fo dake action against the per- 
sistant vac of the boyeurt.

[Bik DMAN OF ALCATRAZ, subtitled “Phe 
Story of Robert Siroud,” by Thomas & 
Ciaddis, is the biography of a remarkable man. 
Stroud hid been convicled of murder ia the 
Pederal Territory of Alaska in #909, when he 
was nineteen years old, In prison at Leaven- 
worth, Kansas, he killed a guard and as a 
consequence ot tis was sentenced to life 
upprisonment and placed in solitary confine- 
nent This was in J9J6 and he has beea mn 
solitary confinement ever since, except for the 
time nevessary for transfer to Alcatraz, 

Prison, af best, is a corroding experience and 
solitary conlinemment can crush a man’s 
personality or cripple it) past human shape. 
Stroud, although far from unseaurred, had the 
stubborness and the capacity to become such 
a student of canaries and their diseases that 
his Dichsr av vib Diseases oF Bios has 
become the definitive work in ils field, 

It is ironical that the reforms, which changed 
the old corrupt federal prisons into the Federal 
Bureau of Prisons, the almost formidable 
model for penologisis everywhere, took Stroud’s 
canaries away from him and forbade him the 
correspondences with canary brecders and bird 
journals which bad saved his sanity and gave 
him useful work to do. 


Mr. Gaddis, who thinks it is a presumption 
for a non-convict to write about prisons or a 
prisoner, must have read endless letters and 
reports and had ianumerable conversations to 
compile his facts, all of which he says are 
doctinentcd. He doves not say whether he ever 
tatked io Stroud himself ft is sometimes 
dificult to understand his knowledge of events 
in the depths of prison or in the turmoil of 
Alaska’s gold) rush days, but he would seem 
fo have made only one minor mistake. He 
daces the total of Federat prison population 
i 7929 at 90,000, This was probably the total 
prison population of the United States. 
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PN AN Apri A Day, Lenard Kaufman has 

written a novel around the theme of self- 
less idealism) as opposed to self-seeking 
materialism, (The exponent of the first almost 
dies of malaria and the second ruins a weil 
ying anedical career.) Unfortunately, Mr, 
<aufman doesn’t quite reach to this high 
purpose. 

After his brother-in-law, who has been a 
conscientious objector in World War U1 and a 
relief worker in India since, returns with a 
classi: case af malaria, the Jashionable Dr, 
Rossiter rapidly Joses control and brings his 
wholo life, career, wife, house in Georgetown, 
all down s#round his ears like a house of cards 
until he ends by plantively calling his mother 
in Boston. We are happily spared that con-

What, then, are the essential 
features of the Gandhian economy ? 

Their basis is maxtnum self-sufficiency in 
every country, both as a whole and in ils 
various pails, down to its villages. 

Its foundation is well) integrated apro- 
industrial, largely self-governing villages, which 
Gandhi described as Village Republics. The 
control of economic fife is the core of villnge 
politics, and includes the control of the village 
culture, since the economic fife becomes a part 
of social and personal conduct which must be 
brought under the guidance and control of 
moral and spiritual principles and a rational 
system of values. 

the outcome is maximum virility in local 
life politically, ceonomically and culturally, 
with maximum personal responsibility and 
creative opportunity for every member, This 
tay be described as economic democracy at 
its best. 

It follows that in a nation thus organised, 
centralised power will be at the minimum, 
whence there will be no frantic national 
struggles for maximum exports of industrial 
mass-produced goods in order to maintam 
unbalanced economies lke that of Britain, 
hal! of whose food and more than half of total 
raw materials must be imported. 

The fatter type of economy is inevitably 
aggressive, and demands highly centralised 
political, financial, economic and military 
power, in contrast to the Gandhian cconomy 
which is essentially non-violent in its very 
nature, 

J. ©. Kumarappa describes the Gandhian 
economy in highly figurative language. is 
books are reports of his lectures, and so tend 
fo be repetitive, which may be an advantage 
in dealing with an economy which stands in 
such sharp contrast with our own,

** i was held back lor some months because 
T found pacifist theories unable or unwilling to 
deal with questions which have perplexed me.

Last week we read how Gandhi arrived in 
South Africa and found that the Indians there 
were very cruelly treated: they had to work 
terribly hard for very low wages while the 
best hotels, restaurants and places of anuse- 
ment were for while people only.

MISHE next day Gandhi continued on his 

journey to Pretoria. Pact of the way 
had to be made in a stage coach in those 
days. A stage coach was something like a 
big bus drawn by horses. 


Gandhi had now fresh insults and worse to 
bear. 

He had already bought his ticket for a seat 
in the stage coach when the guard told him to 
sit outside with the driver. ‘This was because 
the European passengers did not like to travel 
together with Indians. Gandhi obeyed this rude 
command because he was in w hurry to get on 
with his journey and did not want to waste any 
time in arguing, 

Alter the coach had been travelling for a few 
hours, however, the guard wanted to have 
Gandhi’s seat outside, in order to enjoy some 
fresh air. Hut instead of offering his own seat 
in exchange he rudely threw a dirty gunny bag 
on the footboard and said ; ‘ You sit on this.” 

This was tao much. Gandhi refused 
absolutely. 

The crucl man at once began to beat him and 
curse him. 

Seeing that poor Gandhi had done no harm, 
some of the European passengers began to take 
his part and made the man stop beating him. 

Shameful things Jike this happened often in 
South Africa in those days, and Gandhi was to 
have many such bitter experiences. 

When he went to the hotel the manager 
would not give him a room. In another hotel, 
although he got a roam, he was not gllowed to 
eat In the dining room with the other people. 

‘These things never made him lose patience, 
They only made him more determined to muke 
his countrymen respected in South Africa,

(JANDuT had only come to spend a 
year in South Africa, but it waa 
three years before he returned home. 

There was so much work to be done for his 
countrymen and there was no one, it scemed, 
with the courage ta do it, but hiniself. He lost 
no time in making the acquaintance of the lead- 


ing Indians in South Africa and in discussing 
with them what was to be done. 

He made them see that it was disgraceful to 
sit idle while rich plantation owners treated 
thousands of poor Indian Isbourers like slaves. 
His burning words awakened a sense of 
national pride and duty even tn the laziest and 
most indifferent hearts. 

His first great step was to point out that all 
communilics of Indians must unite if they 
wanted to be strong, and safe from insult in 
this foreign land. Hindus, Muslims, Sikhs, 
Parsees, Christians-—all must become brothers 
in the struggle that was to begin. 

In a few short months the shy young man 
had become the brave and fearless leader of 
thousands of oppressed Indians. It was as if 
God had chosen him to be His captain in the

struggle for India's freedom, andl had filled his 
heart overnight with the courage of a lion. 

In his fight for the rights of Indians, Gandhi 
could not bear to see any of them deserve the 
scorn with which they were treated. ft pained 
him terribly to sce how many Indians had be- 
come careless, untidy and dirty in their habits. 
He lectured them continually about this. He 
told them they must never give others the 
slightest excuse to look down on them.

PPNHERE were many unjust laws against 
indians in South Africa at that time. 
These laws made life very diifeult for the 
Indians. Gandhi fought against all these laws 
with all his strength, and taught his followers 
how to fight against them too. 

Only on one point he was very strict: every- 
thing must be done peacefully. He had already 
chosen for himself the path of non-violence in 
all things and he felt that it was the only path 
pleasing to Gad. 

In order to bring the South African Indians 
permanently together he founded a_ political 
party known as the Natal Indian Congress. It 
was named after the political party in India 
which was already the hope of all patriotic 
Indians, This party worked to make life better 
for «ll Indians, no matter what their community 
or religion was. 

Tt also worked to make India free, but in 
those days this seemed o very far-off hape, The 
ruembers of Gandhi's new party were to work 
to make life better for all Indians in South 
Africa.

International Problenis, it was fitting 
that this year’s Servas Conference should 
be held at the Auberge Emmads, the 
house at which the Abbé Pierre first 
began his now world-famous work for the 
homeless and destitute of Paris.

It is this opportunity of Hirst hand personal 
stidy that Servas stresses. “fhis year’s work has 
seen developments of the travel system in 
many countrivs, particularly in the far east, but 
its chiel valuc is still that uf caters first for the 
individual. 

Ove Dybakuer, the Danish Secretary, wel- 
coming visitors explained something of how 
the system worked and how jt is based on 
personal contacts,

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BLACK SASHES IN LONDON 


It was signed by delegates to the National 
Conference on South Africa and the Pro- 
tectorates (called by the Movement for Colonial 
} Freedom) which met at Beaver Hall, London, 
on June 9. 


It said that the group were conscious that as 
British citizens, they had a heavy responsibility 
for the intolerance, injustice, and suppression 
which exists now in our own colonial terri- 
tories ; that they face this responsibility, and 
their elTorts would not cease until political, 
social and economic justice is obtained for all. 


“But we address ourselves to you, Sir, as 
representing the Union of South Africa, where 
this problem is particularly acute,” it read. 


“We appeal to you in the name of our 
common humanity to realise that your present 
policy, based as it is on racial discrimination 
and segregation can end only in universal 
disaster. 


“We know, full well, that the whites in the 
Union who support you do so because of fear 
of African domination, We subinit to you and 
to therm that it is your policy which will, in the 
Jong run, transform this fear into reality, 

“ Oppression breeds violence. 

“It is not too late for your country to 
transform this policy. ‘The eyes of Africans all 
over the Continent are turned upon you. The 
treatment meted out to non-whites in South 
Africa will be the touchstone for tuture efforts

Ky exposing ihe real economic causes of 
the present. crisis in adil organisations to 
which we belong with far yrenster determina- 
tien, and by encouraging all those who. wish 
for brotherhood between nations, or w better 
stumdacd of diving for theaselyes and for 
others, to question our MPs, and (to press for 
miswers aid Solutions froot the British 
Goverment about their plins for the future, 
we cun begin to undermine the causes of re- 
action and racial antagonisn: which could 
so easily work havoc in a period such as 
this, 

The construcive asking and answering of 
such questions in the immediate future may 
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Raseta, a left-wing nationalist and trade union 
man, Rakotovoao, and three others. 

These men, mostly elderly, are in a pathetic 
plight, and there are many friends within 
france who are actively trying to intercede 
with the French government on their behalf. 
ft is probable that the more liberal policy 
which the French government is pursuing in 
North Africa will influence the policy in Mada- 
pascar loo, and that these men will be released 
before much longer. 

The French dilemma is this: ‘To make their 
tule acceptable they must press on with the 
social and economic advance of the Malagasy. 
Bul as ihey increase their skills the Malagasy 
will demand an ever-increasing share in the 
control of their own lives. 

‘Thus either the success or the faihore of 
French colonial rule in Madagasear will 
increase ibe demand for political indepen- 
dence. Whether it is achieved within or 
without the French Union nobody can yet 
foresee, 

‘Towards the end of my talk with Razafint- 
salama we moved out fo a dusty bench under 
the poaceful jacarandas, 

He spoke soberly of the bitterness and 
frustration of many of his fellow-counirymen, 
und how he continually sought to influence 
them io fight for their freedom without 
hatred and without violence. 

I felt that his gentleness and his strength were 
a sign of success the success not only of his 
own people, but indirectly of the French, too, 
who, despite deviations, represent a politic. 
doctrine of liberty, equality and fraternity that 
they carry with them. 

France has followed different policies of 
recent months in Morocco, Tunis, and Algeria. 
Of the three territories Morocco has been 
granted a greater degree of independence than 
the others, having full internal and external 
powers of self-delermination. 

For instance, the US is having to renegotiate 
the agreement on ils air bases in Morocco 
with the new gavernment of the Sultan, and 
he is sefting up tis own diplomatic carps. 

Of these three territories Morocco is most 
like Madagascar. Madagascar was a unified 
kingdom, with its own queen, prime minister, 
and foreign service before 1895 when the 
French conquered the island. 


Raise the standard of living 


In the island only one language, Malagasy, 
is spoken. The people are hard-working and 
industrious, and, in the central plateau, live 
by a highly-developed system of irrigated rice 
paddies. Their standard of living and atage of 
development is more like Asians than Africans. 

Shere can be littia doubt that the Malagasy 
have the will and the ability to run their island 
by themselves. They are watching the develap- 
ments in North Africa very closely, and will in 
my opinion manage te follaw the North Afri- 
can colonies fairly closely in the movement ta 
self-rulg. 

Ouring recent months, the French govern- 
ment has granted! aj! colonies a certain degree 
of self-rule, and has delegated (o colonial 
aasemblics fairly wide powers. 

It remains to be seen how fully this statute 
will be applied in Madagascar—the Malagasy 
are vsed to there being a gap between French 
theory and French practice, But if it is hanestly 
applied, and T believe that it will be honestly 
appli, then the road ta independence lies 
epen, and a healthy, constructive, common- 
weahh yelationship with France is within the 
graap of the island.

“QPBLITERATION bombing ” and the 

Atom bomb, with their hideous 
massacre of helpless people, has tended to 
make the generation that suffered this 
look upon the First World War as rather 
a puny sort of affair. 

Yet, forty years apo last Sunday, July |, 
1916, 20,000 British men, most of them 
between the ages of 20 to 30 years were killed, 
or dicd of wounds on that first day of the 
Battle of the Somme. No yard of ground was 
gamed; no German trenches captured; no 
victory achieved. 

Despite the frightful slaughter on that day 
the battle was joined again the next day, and 
for three and oa half months after, until on 
Noveniber 17, 1916 all the armies, British, 
French and German, were bogged down in 
mud and sline and blood, and a halt was 
called simply because no progress had been 
made, or could be made. Six miles had been 
gained by the Allies at the cost of one million 
casualties. 

When July 2, 1916 dawned whole villages, 
and towns and cities were stricken with the 
news of the dreadful bereavements which had 
befallen tens of thousands of their inhabitants. 


Those who survived were never able to talk 
of it; such frightful scenes had been witnessed, 
such horrible sights had been impressed upon 
the minds of these young men, some of them 
not long from school, that they could not 
speak of it. They could not explain their 
feclings so they remained, horrified, shattered 
and silent, 
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much as Arthur would like to co-operate with 
the Committee and with the government in 
general, | don't think you'll ever see the day 
when be will turn in another man's name.”
